THE H AMM TRA JIAIIAKAVYA 

OF NATACHANDRA STJBI 


Dr Buliler, in bis Introduction to tbe V^l ramdn'Ka Ghaniia 
(p 2), mentions the JrattMiummarduiia, or “The destruction of 
Hammira,” fis an bistoncal Sanskrit poem that was extant some 
ninety yeais ago in tbe Jam library at Jesalmir I bavo recently 
obtained a work, wiittcn in thp Jam cbaracter, styled Tha Ham- 
ijiijfl MahdKdvya, wbicb, notwithstanding the difference of tbe 
title, I presume is a copy of the same work as that whicli was 
once m tho JCsalmir SarosTati Bhlndir, sme© it ends with tbo 
death of Ham m i r a and a lamentation over the event Colonel <

stating that ho was not contemporary with HammiraOhohln 
of Eannthambhor, and thathis grandfather, R a g h u n *i t h a, was 
that prmce’s Guru or spu itual teacher Surangadhaiam his 
Paddhati, and Gadadharain hiS ItasiKa J%ian under the head 
of “anonymous, ’ quote some verses relating toHnmmJra that 
have no place in the present Kuiya Appayyi Dikshita, 
also, in his KuvaJaijdnan la, cites a verso as an instance of tho 
AkramutisayoJ ii AlainJ dra of which the subject is Hammira, 
and which is not to bo found m the work of our author This 
shows that thoro must bo some other poom in Sanskrit hearing 
tho name of HaHimufl Rttcya , but it may be doubted whether it 
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lias any rofcreuce to- the histoi'y of the hero of onr poeto. 
Colonel Tod docs not inform ns in what language the Hamnnra 
Kd'Vija and the Smimira Bdsd were written, though he says he 
possessed both, and mostly translated with the assistance of 
his Jain Guru. He docs not attempt -anything lihe a connected 
narrative of Ha mmira. Indeed, what he says incidentally of 
jHammira does not at all relate to any one individual of that name, 
jbut is a jumble of anecdotes relating to several distinct personages 
hearing the same name. 

I obtained the Hanmira Mahdltdvya through Mr. Govinda 
Sastri Hirantar of Hfisik, who got it from a friend of his. 

The colophon reads — “ The present copy was made for the 
purpose of reading by Hayahamsa, a pupil of Jayasimha Suri, at 
. Firuzpur, in the month of Si’sivana of the Saiiivat year 1542” 

, Ca.c. 1496). Possibly this was made from the poet’s original 
copy, and, as such, possesses an interest of its own. 

Hayachandra S ur s_work,_^as a poetical composition, 
has considerable merits, and deserves publication as a specimen 
. of the historical poems so rarely met with in the range of Sanskrit 
literature. Though the aut hor did not live, Hke Bana and 
Bilhana, in the reign of the hero whose history he celebrates, 
yet his work is not of less histoi’ical importance than theirs. 
The information that the poems of Bana and Bilhana contain 
has been made accessible to English readers through the 
labours of two eminent European Sanskritists. The present 
attempt to place the English reader in possession of the historical 
• information contained in the Hamimra Kdvya will, I presume, be 
acceptable to those w'ho are interested in the advancement of our 
knowledge of Indian history. 

Pollow'ingthe custom of other writers in Sanskrit, who have 
attempted historical compositions, our author devotes the greater 
part of one entire chapter, the fourteenth and last, .to an account 
of his lineage, and thc_ reasons that led to the production of his

“In tho cnclo of the Suns, whose actions arc tho homes ot 
wonders, in time, Jayasiinha Sun was born, who was the 
crowning ornament of the wise, who easily vanquished in dispu 
tatioa ^ *1 ra n g a, who was the leading poet among those who 
were able to write poetical compositions in six languages, and w ho 
was honest among tho most honest, who wrote three work's — 
(1) Kydya SuraitJ d, (2) A Now Grammar, (S) A Poem on Knm ira 
Nwpati, — and who hence became known as tho chief of those who 
1 new the thieo sciences of logic, grammar, and poesy

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j!\can capacity, escape stepping, into tliat path which even poets 
like Kalidasa' were not able to avoid ? But a poem that is replete 
with good matter loses none of its value for a few coitmion- 
placcs of expression.” 

The poem begins, as is usual with Sanskrit authors, with invo- 
cations addressed to several deities,, and the author has been at 
t be pains of making the invocations seem applicable to both the 
Hindu gods and some of the Tirthaiikaras of the Jainas. This 
procedure calls for remark. Naya^chandra Suri, as his 
name implie.s, is a Jain by persuasion, and his seeming to invoke 
blessings at the hands of the most prominent members of the 
orthodox Hindu pantheon is to be explained either ky the freedom 
of thought so characteidstic of the age in which the author lived, 
Avhen the narrow and bigoted intolerance even of the Muslim had 
begun to appreciate the beauties of the allegorical language of the 
Hindu popular religion, or by the strong desire of writing dvayartlia 
('having two meaniug.s’) verses, with which the author seems 
possessed.^

Tlio licro of tlic poem is Hamm i ra C li o li a n oflla n a R* 

111 aril b h a p n ra (Ranatliamblior), a namp celebrated iu 
Hindi song. Hammira is one o f those late r licrocs o f Indi a ^ 
vrbo measnred tbeir swords .with tho Muhammadan conquerors ^ 
and fell in tho defence of their independence. Even the history i 
of the conquered ia not without interest. The man who fights | 
ngainst hope, — fights bccanso he thinks it his duty to do so, — who ' 
scorns to how his neck before the oppressor, because ho thinks | 
such a course opposed to the ways of his ancient house, deserves 
our sympathy and our admiration. Hajn_m!r,a„is such a 
character. ^Thepoefc places him on a par with M and hilt a, /

Bom in tho noble bouse of the Clioh il u s, to nhom, ns Tod 
observes, “ tho palm of bravery amongst Iho Riyput races must he 
assigned,’ ’Hammira tried to uphold tho indcpcudenco of his raco 
and to make its usages respected, and was for a time preeminently 
successful in his wars against his enemies. Some of these were 
undertaken to protect those who Iiad sought refuge with him 
{smancl), and so far were disinterested. Indeed, ho fell in a war / 
undertaken toprotectaMoiigolnoblemanwhohadflcdtohimfrom 
the tyranny of ’A 1 fi u’d-d in. “In tho third year of tho reign of ' 
’Alau’d-dm, a nobleman whom ho had dlsg^uced took refuge with 
Hammira, the Choluin prince of Hanathambhor, one of the strongest 
forts in India. *Alau[d-dln demanded tho delinquent of the 
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liudu monarcli, wlio nobly replied tliai- the sun would sooner rise 
n the west, and Sumcru be levelled with the earth, than he w'ovdd 
)reak his plighted faith to the unfortunate refugee. The siege of 
El a n a t h a ih b h 6 r was immediately commenced, and the fort 
vas at length captured, but the heroic Hamonra fell in its defence ; 
nid the females of his family, determining not to survive him, 
perished on the funeral pile.” This history of Hamm ira supplies 
some information which the sentimental and enthusiastic annalist 
af Rajasthan would have gladly interwoven into the pages of his 
work, and which sheds fresh light on the eventful period in which 
the hero lived. 

The Havinma Mahdhdvya is divided into fourteen cantos, of 
which the first four are coneexmed with the hero’s ancestors, — the 
Chohans, many of whom were paramount lords of India. ‘ The 
empire belongs to the Chohan’ is an admitted* Indian historical 
fi.ction, and the more mention of the names of the old kings, many 
of whom were the lords paramount of India, accompanied as it 
is with much poetical nonsense, carries our knowledge of them 
a step further than the researches of Colonels Wilford and Tod. 

The narrative is, all through, very uneven. The genealogy of 
the 0 h 0 h a n s, as given in the first three chapters, though W'ith 
some more names than are to be found in Tod’s list, cannot bo 
regarded as satisfactory. The author really knew nothing about 
the more ancient kings of the race ; the names are simply brought 
in to give him opportunities of displaying his power for poetical 
conceits, and thus the accounts of the princes about whom he had 
no historical information are filled with fanciful conceptions, in 
which some of the natui'al phenomena are explained with admir- 
able contempt of the teachings of the “ pi’oud philosophy” of 
Nature. From P rith vir a j a Ohohan to the death of Ham- 
mi r a the narrative is fairly historic ; but the author now and then, 
even here, relapses into rhapsody which amounts to a confession 
of his ignorance of the historical facts of the reign in hand.

foiir-fiiccd Crcntor, lie ruled over tlioliKulh of tlie kings, ns Ins 
ancestor the snn rules over tlic heads of the mountains. Bali, 
mortified at seeing the glory of his charity celipsed by the greater 
charity of this king, has hidden himself in the nether world ; 
for what else could a man afllicled with shame do ? The moon, 
taken to task by this prince for attempting to rival liis glory, 
every month hides himself, through fear, in the .snii’s di.'-k, and 
comes out as if desirous of propitiating the ofibnded king hy 
presenting him with the brilliant orb. The fire of the king's 
valour has so bunit the gardens of the fame of his cnoinic';, that 
dho smoke issuing from the confiagration, ascending into the 
atmosphere, has to this day left its mark in the blue sky. The 
S os h a n ga, when ho hoard of the fame of this prince, was 
tempted to nod approval, but, fearing that the earth rc.sting on 
his hoods might be thereby convulsed with pain, refrained from 
gi^^ng way to the generous impulse. Augry that his .son should 
rival him in glory, the king deprived the ocean of Ids wealth of 
gravity. Are not sometimes fathci'S made to sufier for the faults 
of their sons? By the name of G ho ban, this prince became 
the shoot of the family tree, served by the poets ; famous in ilic 
three worlds ; the hearer in abundance of human pearls. In this 
family rose many a monarch surrounded by a halo of glory, 
whose lives, beautified with the triple acquisition,® are able to 
destroy mountains of sins.

snn, surpassed by this pnneo m brilliancy, drown himself in tho 
deep, and — alas ’ for tho pain of dying — corao every day above tho 
waters in his struggles?’*

The above paragraphs may suffico to show tho stylo of fulsomo 
eulogy used by the poet in disposing of those princes of 'whom ho 
had no historical information to givo Tho samo similes occur 
again and again, and ofleu the language is stilT and artificial

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borne by the Oholuin princes his issue : slain by ilic Jiloscpie invaders

Harsharaja or Harihara Kai (defeated Naziru’d-din [tin. Subakte- 
ginp], thence styled ‘ Sultangraha’). 

Bir Billandeva, (Balianga Rai or Dhannagachha ; slain defending 

Ajmer against Mahmud of Ghazni). 

Bisaldeva (classically Visaladova) ; his period from various 
inscriptions, S. 10G6 to S. 1130. 

Sarangadova, his son (died in nonage). 

Ana Deva (constructed the Aua Sagar at Ajmer, which still bears 
his name), his sons — 

Jayapala or Jayashiiha (a.u. 977) father of — 

Hursapal (Hispal of Perishtah). 

Ajaya Deva or Anandova, son of Jayapfila (a.d. 1000) ; Bijyadcv.a 
and Udayadeva were his brothci’S. 

Somesvara, sou of Ajaya Deva, married EukfibAi, the daughter of 
Anangapala of Dehli. His brothers were ICanharni and Jaitnisihha, 
Goehval Kanhariii’s son Isvaradus turned liluhnmraadan. 

Prithvi Baja (a.d. 1176), son of Somesvara, obttiiued Dehli ; slain 
by Shababu’d-din, S. 1249, a.d. 1193. 

Benasi (a.d. 1192), son of Pritliviraja, slain in the sack of Dehli. 
Vijayaraja, son of Chahadadeva, the second son of Somes^vara 
(adopted successor to Pritliviraja; his name is on the pillar at 
Dehli). 

Lakhansi, son of Vijayaraja, had twenty-one sons; seven of whom 
were legitimate, the others illegitimate, and founders of mixed 
tribes. Prom Lakhansi there were twenty-six generations to ISTonad 
Sinha, the chief of Himrana (in Col. Tod’s time), the nearest lineal 
descendant of Ajayapala and Prithvirfija). 

As observed before, up to the time of P r i t h v i r a j a, tho last 
great Ohohan, the poem is made up mostly of poetical bombast, 
in. which, at intervals, a grain of historical matter may be

After the death ofGangadeva, tvho was brave like Bhishma 
of old, Somesvara became king He was married to 
Karpur i Devi, who gave birth to a son as the east gives birth 
to the cold rayed beautiful disk of the moon This son was named 
P nth v iTHj a by the king his father Day by day the child 
throve, and grew up a strong and healthy boy After he had 
acquired proficiency in letters and arms, Somesvara installed 
him on the gadh, and himseU retiring into the woods died m the

greatly at Ii^s hands, chose Sri Chandraroj a, son ofGovin 
d n r ^ j a, as their spokesman, and m a body came to P n t h v i 
r A j a After the customary presents had been offered, the suppliant 
kings seated themselves in tho presence ofPrithvirlja, who, 
seeing the settled gloom of their countenances asked tho reason of 
their sorrow Chandi arajarephed to him that a Muhammad 
an named Shaliabu’d dm had arisen for the destruction of kings, 
and that ho had pillaged and burnt most of their cities, defiled 
fheir women, and reduced them altogether to a miserable plight, 
“Sire,” said he, “there is scarcely a mountain pent valley in the 
country but is filled to suffocation with R yputs who have fled 
thither for protection from his tyranny A 11 yput has hut to 
appear before him in arms, when at once he is transferred to 
Tama’s gloomy realm Methmks Shah Abu’d d in is Para 
8 n r a m a come down to this earth agam for the citupahon of tho 
warrior casto The people are so panic stricken that they abstain 
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from rest, and, not knowing from wliat quarter lie may ajipear, 
circumspectly raise tlieir eyes in every direction. The noblest 
of the Rajput families have disappeared, before him, and ho has 
now established his capital at u 1 1 a n. The Rajas now conie 
to seek the protection of your Majesty against this unrelenting 
enemy and his causeless imrsecution.” 

Prithviraja was filled with anger when lie licard this 
account of the misdeeds of Shahabn’d-din, his hand was raised to 
his moustache by the vehemence of his feelings, and he declared 
to the assembled princes that he would force this Shah.Rm’d-din 
to beg their pardon on his knees with his hands and feet heavily 
manacled and fettered, else he were no true Chohan. 

After some days, P ri t h v i raj a, with an efficient army, set 
out for Mult a n, and after several marches entered into the 
enemy’s country. Shalu\bu’d-dln, when he heard of the king’.s 
approach, also advanced to encounter him. In the battle which 
ensued, Prithviraja took Shahabn’d-din captive, and was 
thus enabled to fidfil his vow : for he obliged the haughty 
Muhammadan on his knees to ask forgiveness of the pi-inces whom 
"he had despoiled. His vow now fulfilled, P i; i t h v i r a j a gave 
rich presents and gifts to the suppliant princes, and sent them to 
their respective homes. He also allowed S h ah a b u’d-d i n 
to go to Mu 1 tfin, bestowing on him like gifts. 

S h ah a b u’d-d in, though thus well treated, felt bitterly * 
mortified at the defeat he had sustained. Seven times after this 
did he advance on P r i t h v i r A j a to avenge his defeat, each time ' 
with greater preparations than before, but each time was signally 
defeated by the Hindu monarch. 

When Shahabn’d-din saw that he could not conquer 
Prithviraja either by the force of his arms or by the 
ingenuity of his stratagems and tactics, he connnunicated an 
account of his successive defeats to the king of the G h at a i k a^® 


Might not this he a name'for the modern Knrahheri P 
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country and solicited Ins *iid This ho obtained in the form of 
many horses and men from the king’s army. Thus reinforced, 
S h a h ab u’d d 1 n rapidly advanced npon Do h li, which lie at 
once captured Iho inhabitants w ere panic stricken, and fled from 
the city in every direction Prithvii “ija greatly surprised 
at this, and said that this Shahubu'd dm nas acting hko a 
naughty child, for ho had already been defeated several times by 
him, and as often allowed to go unmolested to his capital 
P nth viraj a, elated with his former victories over the enemy, 
gathered tho small force that was about him, and with this 
handful of men adianccd to meet tho invader 

Slightly attended as tho king was, Sliahlbu’d din was greatly 
terrified at tho news of the approach of tho king, for ho remcm 
bored too well tho former defeats and humiliations snstnmed at 
lus Itands In the night, therefore, ho sent some of las con- 
fidential servants m*^o tho kmg’s camp, and through them, with 
promises of largo sums of monc} , he seduced from their allcgi inco 
tho king’s master of the horse and the royal musicians Uo 
then sent n largo number of Ins lluhaniinadans secretly to tho 
enemy’s camp, who entered it early m llic morning, when tho 
moon m tho west had scarcely reached tho horizon, and tho 
sun was but beginning to illuimnato tho cast 

All was now nproar and confusion m the king’s camp Some 
cried out, "Oh, bravo comrades ' up and to yom arms’ Haste, 
haste’ tho enemy has appioachcd and taken us by surpiiso Let 
aiB tm& Telum conifucrors to our \iomcs oi lohcaien''*' 

While the king’s followers were thus prcpaiing to meet then 
assailants, tho disloyal master of tho kmg’s horse, as advised by 
his seducers, saddled and brought foith as tho king’s charger 
that day a horse styled N *i ty it r n m b h a (‘ leader of tho dance’) , 
and the musicians, who wore waiting thoir opportunity, when 
the king had mounted, began to play upon their instruments 
tunes that ivero tho king’s favourites At this tho royal steed 
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began to dance proudly, Iceeping time wiUi Oie musicians. Hie 
king was diverted with tliis poi'formance for a time, and foigot 
the all important business of the moment. 

The Muhammadans took advantage of the king’s indolence 
and made a vigorous attack. The Rajputs, under the circum- 
stances, could do little. Seeing this, P r i t h v i r a j a alighted 
' from his horse and sat on the ground. With the sword in his 
hand he cut down many JIuhammadaus. Meanwhile, a Muham- 
madan taking the king unawares from behind, threw his bow

round his neck and drew the king prostrate to the ground, while 
other Muhammadans bound him captive. From this time the 
ro3?al captive refused all food and rest, 

P r i t h V i r a j a, before he set out to encounter Shahabu’d-din, 
had commanded U d a y a r a j a to follow him to attack the enemy. 
U da yar a j a^^ reached the battlefield jTist about the time when 
the Muhammadans had succeeded in talcing Prithvii'aja captive. 
But S h a h A b u’d-d i n, fearing the consequences of further 
fighting with U d a y a r a j a, retired into the city, taking with 
him the captive monarch. 

When U d a y a r a j a heard of the captivity of P r i t h v i r a j a, 
his heart throbbed heavily with pain. He wished himself in the 
place of Prithviraja. He was unwilling to return back 
leaving the king to his fate. Such a course, he said, would be 
detrimental to his fair name, in his own country ofGanradesa. 
He therefore laid siege to the city of the enemy (Toginipura 
or D e h 1 i, which S h a h a b u’d-d i n had taken possession of 
before this battle), and sat before the gates for a whole month, 
fighting day and night. 

One day during the siege, one of Shahfibu’d-din’s people went 
up to him and remarked that it would be becoming on his part 
for once to release P x i t h y i r a j a, who had several times taken

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lam captive and then dismissed him with honours Shahabu’d* 
din was not pleased with this hoble speaker, to whom he replied 
sharply that councillota like him were the suro destroyers of 
kingdoms The angry Shahlbu’d dtn then ordered that P r 1 1 Ii- 
virlja should he taken into the fortress When this ordei 
was given, all the brave people hung their necks with shame, 
and the righteous, unable to suppress the tears gathering in their 
eyes, lifted them tow ards heaven Prithviraja a few days 
after this breathed his last and went to heaven 

When TJdayaiaja learnt of tho death of his friend, he 
thought that the best place of abode for him now was that only 
Tvhithci his late fiiend had sped He therefore gathered together 
all lus followers and led them into the thickest of the battle, and 
there foil with hia whole army, securing for himself and them 
eternal happiness in heaven 

When Ham tja learnt the sad nows of the death of P r 1 1 h- 
VI r *ij a, his so"row knew no bounds With tears gushing from 
lus eyes, he performed the funeral ceremonies for the deceased 
monarch and then ascended tho throne He had not ruled long 
when the king of Guja r It, in ordqr to secure his fnvout, sent 
to him some dancmg women from his country as piesents 
These giils were exceedingly beautiful and highly accomplished, 
and they drew to themselves the king’s heart so much that all his 
tiuio was Usually spent in their company, m hateniug to their 
music and seeing their dancing At last matters came to such a 
pass tftai most of fns revenues were squantfereci on musicians ancf 
dancers, and nothing was left with whicli to pay tho salaries of 
tho sen ants of the state, who naturally wore disgusted with the 
king and Ins manners His subjects also were dissatisfied

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Apprised of these circumstances, S h a h a b u’d-d i ii tliought 
this a favourable opportunity for destroying Hariraja and his 
power. He therefore marched his army into the counti'y ol 
Hariraja. Ever since the death of P rithvii’u j a, Hari- 
raja had vowed not 'to see even the face of the hated [Muslim, 
and he passed his time, as described, in the company of women. 
He was therefore ill preparqd to meet Shahfibu’d-din in the 
battle-field. As a last resource, H ar i r iij a detei’mincd to per- 
form the ‘ sale.' He gathered together all the members of his 
family, and ascended the funeral pile along with them, and so 
went to the other world. 

Harirfija had no 'son, and Shahabu’d-din pressed his 
followers hard. In the utmost confusion and miseiy, therefore, 
they assembled in council to delibei’ate on the course they had 
best adopt. They were now, they said, without a leader, while 
their army was so disorganized that it could not look the enemy 
in the face. Shahllbu’d-din was a great warriof and they wore 
weak. It was impossible that they should be able to protect 
themselves and their capital. They therefore resolved to abandon 
the country to its fate, and gp and live under the protection of 
G o V i n d a r a j a, the grandson of P r i t h v i r a j a, w^ho, having 
been banished -the kingdom by his father, had by his bravery 
acquired a new kingdom and established his capital at R a na- 
t h a ih b h 6 r, They accordingly gathered in all the remnants of 
Hariraja’s power and wealth and started for R a n a t h a lii b h 6 r. 
Ajmer, vacated by Hariraja’s party, was now pillaged and 
burnt by Shahabu’d-dm, who took possession of the city.. 

The followers of IH a r i r a j a were well received by G o v i n d a- 
I’uja, and appointed to suitable ofiices in the kingdom. 
Go vindar aj a wasparalyzed at the sad news of the fall of 
Ajmer, and the death of H a r i r a j a, to whom he paid the last 
rites. Por some years after this Govindaraja ruled well and 
justly. At last he died and went to heaven.

V 1 r an 51 r s'! y a n a from bis very cbildboodwas a nangbfy and 
unmanageable boy, and V si gbb a t li, convinced of tins, could 
not find it in bis heart to bold out the language of decided bopo 
to bis dying and beloved brother. “ i\[y doiir brother,” said be, 
as the tears rushed down bis cheeks, yon know that no one is 
able to avert what is to happen. A.s for my.self, I will .serve the 
prince as faithfully and as diligently ns ever I have served j-on.-” 
Scarcely had Yslghhata finished his speech ^Yhen the king 
breathed his last. 

Wlien V i r a n ii r si y a n a came of ago, a man-iage was arranged

between him and the daughter of the Kachhavslha prince of d a y a- 
p n r, and he set out for Amarapur (xkmbcr), the capital of 
the Kachhavslha, On the way V ir a n si r si y a n a and his party 
were pursued by J e 1 si 1 u’ d-d i n, and had to turn back to 
Ranathambhox without being able to marry the fijiyapui’ilni'. 
Here a great battle ensued, but neither party obtained the advan- 
tage. J el sll u’d-d in saw that it would be difficult to concpicr 
Yir an sir sly an a in the field, and therefore determined to 
entrap him into his power by sti*atagem. For the pi’osent, there- 
fore, he returned to his country; bub- after’ some dsiys bo sent a 
very flattering message to Y i r a n si r si y a n a tbrougb one of bis 
most trusted servants. The messenger represented to Y iransl- 
r a y a n a that be and Jelsllu’d-dm were tbe sun and moon in the 
surrounding starry heaven of kings, and that his- master, ex- 
tremely pleased with the gallantry displayed by tbe prince, in tbe 
late war, sought bis friendship. He also represented bow good 
it would be if they both lived in harmony and saw each other 
frequently; how strong they both would be by this alliance, 
which would be like the union of vrind with fire, and which would 
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enable thorn to boar down ftU their many enemies. Joluln’d- 
d i n, said the envoy, now looked upon V i r a n u r a y a n a ns 
his brother, and called upon tho Almighty to witness if there was 
nught of deceit in his heart. Tho envoy concluded by inviting 
the prince, in the name of his m'lstcr, to bo tho guest of tho 
latter in his capital. " Should your Ihijcsty havo any objection,” 
added tbo wily man, “to accept of Jol.ilu’d*dia’8 hospitality, 
Jel.ila’d-dtn himself will come loRanntha mb li or nud pass a 
few days with you.” 

At this time there was pending some fend between V ! r a n A* 
ray ana and Vigra ha, king of Vakshasthalapnra. Bent 
npou chastising Vig rail a, Virnnuruyana gavo a willing 
car to the ambassador, and resolved upon an allinnco wth 
J olulu\bd t n. V A gb hata disapproved of tin’s allinnco with 
tbc wicked Mnliammadans, sought an interview with Vira« 
nurAyana and spoke against it. “An enemy,” said he, “is 
never changed to a friend, do what service you may to liim ; 
and if you have any wish to livo and govern tbo kingdom, yon 
must listen to tbo advice of your teachers and ciders, and 
avoid haring aught to do with J o I A 1 u’d*d i n and tho 
iTusliras.” 

V i r a n A r A y a n a was incensed at his uncle’s advice, and con* 
tcmptuously asked him not to think of the cmcs of tho state, 
as they were now ill-suited to his <Jld and weak mind ; that ho 
himself was equal to tho task of government, and henceforth 
would do and act ns best pleased him, 

VAgbhata, stung to the. quick by this answer, loft tho 
palace and departed for lIAlwA. Other courtiers, too, after 
Vagbliata had left, tried to dissuade tho king from going 
to his enemy, but all failed. V irann r Ayan a at length u’ent 
toYoginipura. Tho wily Muslim came out to receive him, and 
treated his guest npp.arcntly with tho greatest respect. Tho 
prince was delighted with his reception, and became much at- 

D 
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taclied to Jeiaiu’d-din. After a few days’ hospitality,' however, 
the prince was poisoned and. died. 

The joy of the Muhammadans at this event was excessive. 
They exclaimed that now the whole tree was prostrate at their 
feet, and they could help themselves to any part of it. 

As the king was no more, and V a g h h a t a had left for 
Malwa, R a ua th a riih h 6 r was without defenders, and easily 
fell into the hands of the enemy. Once in possession of Rana- 
tharhbhor, Jelfi lu’ d-d i n sent a message to the king of 
M a 1 w a to say that V a gb h at a should be put to death. 

The king of Malwa, it appears, lent a willing car to this 
nefaiions proposal, but Vagbhata discovered the secret. He 
murdered the long of Malwa, and possessing himself of his throne, 
soon gathered round him many of the distressed Rigputs. Pos- ' 
sessed thus' at once of a country and an army, ‘he made a league 
with the K h a r p u r a who were already in arms against the . 
Muhammadans. V agbhata conducted the combined army 
toRanathariibhor and reduced its Muslim garrison to such a 
plight that they vacated the fort. Thus Y a g b h a t a and the 
R a j p u t s' once more became masters of R a n a t h a ih b h 6 r. 

It was Y a g b h a t a’s policy to station large forces at different 
posts along the frontier and thus to keep off his enemies. He 
died after a happy reign of twelve years. 

Yagbhata was succeeded by his son Jaitr a sing h. His 
queen was named Hira Devi, who was very beautiful, and in 
every way qualified for her high position. In course of time, 
Hira D o v i was found to be with child. Her cravings in this 
condition presaged the proclivities and greatness of the burden 
she bore. At times she was possessed with a .desme to bathe' 
herself in the blood of the Muslims. Her husband satisfied her 
■wishes, and at last, in an auspicious hour, she was d'elivered of a

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son. Thefonr quarters ofthe earth assumed a beautiful appearance ; 
balmy winds began to blow ; the shy became clear ; the sun shone 
graciously ; the king testified his joy by showering gold on tho 
Brahmans, and by making thankofforiugs. Tho astrologers 
predicted, from tho very favourable conjunction of the stars that 
presided over the child’s nativity, that the prince would make tho 
whole earth wet with tho blood of tho enemies of his country, 
theiluhammadana. H a m mi ra (for that was the name bestowed 
on tho child) throve and grew up a strong and handsome boy. 
He easily mastered tho sciences, and soon grew an expert in the 
art of war. When he attained a proper age, his father had him 
married to seven heautifnl wives. 

Jaitrasingh had two other sons also, Snrattrd^ a 
andYirama, who were great warriors. Finding that his sons

From TJ j j a i n, H a m m 1 r a mai’chcd to C li i t r a k p t a (Chitod) , 
and ravaging M o d a p a t a (!^^o^vad), went on to ^fonnt A b n. 

Though a follower of the IT a ni j r a hero Vi’orshipped 

at the temple of It i s h a b h a Dev a, — for the groat do not make 
invidious distinctions. The king Avas also present at a recitation 
m honour of Yastupul. lie .stayed for some days at the 
hermitage of V a s i s h t h a, and, bathing in i ho a n d a k i n i, 
paid his devotions to A c h a 1 d .s va r a. Here ho Avas nnicli 
astonished at seeing the Avorks Avhich Arj un a had executed. 

The long of A b ii Avas a famous AA'arrior, but his prowe.ss little 
vailed him at this juncture, and ho Avas obliged to submit to 
lammira.

Leaving A b u, the king arriA'cd at. Y a r d d h a n a p u r a, 
vliich city -he plundered and desppiled. ChangA met Avith the 
amo fate. 'Hence, by Avay of Ajmer, Hammira Avent to 
^ushkara, AA'hero he paid his dcA'otions to A diva rah a 
the primeval boar). From Pushkarn the prince repaired 
;o Sakambhari. On the Avay the towns of !Mai;h a t 
in h a n d i 1 1 a, C h a m d A, and K A h k r o 1 i AA’ero plundered, 
r r i b h u V a n e n d r a came to sec hiju at K A h k r o 1 T, and 
presented to him many rich gifts. 

After having accomplished these brilliant exploits, Hammira 
returned to his capital. The advent of the king caused a great 
commotion there. All the great officers of state, headed by 
D h ar m'a s in g h, came out in procession to receive their 
victorious monarch. The streets Aimro lined by loving subjects 
eager to get a glimpse of their king.

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Somo dap after this, H a m m 1 r a inquired of his spiritual 
guide, V i s V a r ft p a, as to the efficacy of the merits arising from 
the performance of n sacrifice called, tho KoiX’ijajua, and being 
answered by tho high priest tliat admittance into Svarga*loka 
was secured by tho performance of the sacrifice, tho king ordered 
that preparations should bo made for the Kotiyajm, Accord- 
ingly, learnetl Brahmans from all parts of tho country ircro 
convened, and tho sacrifice was completed according to tho ordi- 
nances laid doum for its pcrformauco in tho holy ^(istrae. The 
Brahmans were sumptnonsly feasted, and handsorao tlal ihms 
were pven to them. To crown all, tho king now entered on tho 
ilfiiJiiirata, which he was to observe for an entire month. I 

TVhilo these things were taking place at R a n a t h a lii b h ft r,' 
many changes had occurred at D o h 1 1, where ’A 1 ft n‘d-d 1 n w as 
now reigning. Apprised of what was passingat Ruj? nth aril, 
bhftr.ho commanded his younger brother U 1 ugh Kh ftn*® to 
.take an army with him into tho C h o h ft n country and to lay 
ifc waste. “ Ja ifc ras in gh,” ho 6.rid,“paid us tributo; hut 
this son of his not only does not pay tho tribute, but takes every 
opportunity of showing the contempt in which ho holds* ns. 
Here is an opportunity to annihilate his power.” Thus com- 
manded, UlnghKhft n invadedthoRanath ambh ftreountry 
with an army of 80,000 horse. "When this army reached tho 
V a r n a n ft 8 ft river, it was found that the roads which led into 
the enemy’s country were not practicable for cavalry. Ulugh 
Khan, tberoforo, encamped hero for somo days, burning and 
destroying tho villages in tho neighbourhood. 

The king at Ranathambhur, not liaving yet completed 
tho Mzmhiaia, was unable to take tho field in person. He 
therefore despatched Iiis generals, B h i ni a s i n g h and Dhar- 
m a B in g h, to drive away tho invaders, Tho king’s anny camo 

Halil.. MCiizza’d din TJlagli KhSii, called ”Alof KUan” by Briggs in lii3 
translation of Fmshtah. 
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upon the invaders at a i^lace on the V a r na n u s u, and gained 
a decisive advantage over the enemy, great numbers of -whom 
were killed. Contenting himself with the advantage thus gained, 
Bhimasingh begamto retrace his steps towards R a n a t h a m- 
b h 6 r, Ulugh Khan secretly following him with the main body 
of his army.. Now it so happened that the soldiers of B hima- 
B i n g h, who had obtained immense booty, were anxious to carry 
it home safely, and, in their anxiety to do this, they outstripped 
their chief, who had around him only a small band of his personal 
followers. When Bhimasingh had thus gained the middle 
of the Hindavfit pass, in the j)ride of victory ho ordered the 
kettledrums and other musical instruments ho had captured from 
the enemy to be vigorously sounded. This act had an unforeseen 
and disastrous consequence. Ulugh Khan had ordered his 
army to follow Bhimasingh in small detachments, and had 
commanded them to fall on him wherever he should sound his 
martial instruments, which they were to rmderstand as the signal 
of some great advantage gained over the enemy. When the 
detached parties, therefore, of the Muhammadans heard the sound 
of the nagdras, they poured into the pass from all sides, and 
Ulugh Khan also coming up began to fight with Bhima- 
singh. The Hindu general for a time nobly sustained the 
unequal combat, but was at last wounded and killed. After 
gaining this signal advantage over the enemy, Ulugh K h a n 
returned to Dehli. 

Ham mi r a, after the completion of the sacrifice, learnt 
the details of the battle and of the death of his general 
Bhimasingh. .He upbraided D h-arma s i n g h for desert- 
ing Bhimasingh, and called him blind, as he could not see 
that Ulugh Khan was on the track of the army. He also 
called him impotent as he did not rush to the rescue of B h i mu- 
sing h . Not content with thus upbraiding . D h a r m a s i n g h, 
the king ordered the offending general to be blinded and castrated. 
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DbarmafiiigH ftb-u -huncrscdctl io llic coinmnntl of the 
army bjr Bh oja D ova, a natural brotber of tlio llajo, andn 
.sentence of banbbmcnt vaa pasicd npou bira, but, at Bboja'rt 
iulcrccssiou, il was not carried out. 

D b ft rmn si ngb, thus mntnated nnd disgraced, nns bitterly 
mortified at tbo treatment bo bnd received nt tbe king’s Inndf, 
imilTCsokcd to be avenged. In pursnanco of liin dclcrminatiou, 
bo contracted an inlimalo friendsbip witli one H A d h A I) A v i, a 
courtesan, wlio was a great fa\o«rite at court. niidli.\ BC’vl 
kept ber blind friend well acqnamtcd crcrj’ day ns to wJnl was 
ptising at court. One day It so hap])cncd that Bad bit BAvi 
returned borne quite cross and d< jcctctl, n«d when her blind frit ml 
asked her tlic cause of her low spirits, tbo nnswtrwl tlml ibi* 
king bad lost that d.sy many bor^es of Ibe rrJ/ia distft'-e, and 
coD'Cfintntly paid JittJo nficntion to lur tJanemg and Aingujg, 
and tbnl this state of things, in all probability, v.an likely to j 
eontinuo long. Tlio blind man bade her bo of gootl tbecr, as 
lie svoald ceo cro long that all was right ogam. She nns only to 
lake Ibe opportunity of insinuftling to tbo king tlml Dliar* 
m a singb, if restored to bis former post, would present the king 
with tnice the numl>cr of horses that bad lately dictl Itu. 
dh« Devi played her part well, «nd tbo king, jioWing to 
avarice, restored Dbarniftaingb to lus former post. 

Dbarmasiiigh tbns restored, only thouglit of mrciigo. IIo 
pandered io the king’s avarice, and by bis oppression and exactions j 
reduced tlic rayats to a miscrnblo condition and made them detest < 
their monarch. IIo spared no ono from whom nnylbing could 
bo got— horses, money, nnylbing worth having. Tlio king, 
svhoso treasury bo thus jcplcmsbcd, was much plcapcd with bisf 
blind minister, who, flushed with sncccsp, now called on B b o j a/ 
to render an account of bis department. Bboja knew tbc| 
blind man grudged him bis oQIco, and going to tbo king bo in/ 
formed him of all Dbarmaeingb’s Bcbcmcs, ami applied 
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to liim for protection from tlic ininislcr’s tyranny. But Ilain- 
’mira paid no attention to tlic representations of Blioja, 
telling liim tliat as D Ii a r m a s i n g li -was' entrusted -witli full 
powers, and could do wliatcvor- lie tliouglit propel', ii was 
necessary otliers should obey liis orders. B li o j a, when lie saw 
that the Icing’s mind was turned from him, suhmitted to his 
property being confiscated and brought into the Icing’s coilcrs 
as ordered by D h a r m a s i n g h. As in duty bound, how'cvcr. 
he still followed his chief wherever he wenC. One day the king 
went to pay his devotions at the temple of V a i j a n a t h, anti 
seeing Bhoj a in his train, scorafnlly remarked to a courtier 
who stood by, that the earth was full of vile beings 5 but the 
vilest creature on earth was the'erow, who, though deprived of hi: 
last feather by the angry owl, still clung to his habitation on the 
old tree. B ho j a understood the intent of the remark, and tlia' 
it was levelled at him. Deeply mortified, ho returned home aiic 
communicated liis disgi’aco to'Jiis younger brother Pi tarn a 
The two brothers now resolved to leave the country, and tin 
next day B h 0 j a went to H'a ni m 1 r a and humbly praj'ed t< 
be allowed leave to undertake a pilgrimage to Bauiiras. Tin 
Icing gi’anted his request, adding that he might go to Banaras oi 
further if he chose, — that there was no danger of the town beinj 
deserted on his account. To this insolent speech Bhoj a madi 
no reply. He bowed and Tvithdrew, and soon after started fo: 
Banaras. The king was delighted atBhojaDcva’s departure 
and he conferred the Kotwfilship vacated by him on E. a t i p li 1 a 
When Bhoj a reached Shirs a, ho reflected on the sad tun 
his affairs had taken,' and resolved that the wanton insults heapec 
upon him should not go unavenged. In this mind, with hi 
brother P 1 1 a m a, he went to Yoginipura, and there waitec 
upon A 1 an d d in. The Muhammadan chief was much pleasec 
with B h oj a ’s arrival at his court. He treated him with dis 
tinguished honour, and bestowed upon him the town anc 
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tciritory cEJigari asa jaliigii Henceforth Pitama lived 
licio, and tho othci merahcis of B h oj a’s family, ^^hllchohlmsclf 
stayed at court ’A 1 a n’d d i n’s object ■i\as to learn II am- 
mil a’s affairs, and he therefore lavished presents and honours 
onBhoj a, A\ ho gradually became entirely devoted to the mtcrests 
of his new mastei 

Convinced of B h o j a s devotion to his cause, ’Ahiu d din one 
day ashed him, in private, if there were any easy and pmcticahlo 
means of subduing Hamniira Blioja answered that it as no 
easy matter to conquer H am m i r a, a king n ho was the tenor 
of the kings ofKnntala, Madhyadesa (Central India), A u» 
gadesa and tho far K Inch i—aking who was master of tho 
BIX (junas and tho thiec ed? /i#, and w ho commanded a a ast and 
powerful army — a king whom all other kings feaicd and obeyed, 
and who had a most valiant brothci mTiranin, tho conqueror 
ofmanypnnccs — a king who was served by tho fearless kl o n« 
gol chiefs Mahimls^hi and others, nho, after defeating his 
brothel, had defied ’APin’ddin himself Not only had 
H a ra m i 1 a able generals, said Bhoja, but they were all attach* 
ed to him Seduction was impossible savo in ono quarter 
Ono man only had his prico in the court of H a m m i i a "^Vhat 
a blast of wind was to a lamp, what tho cloud was to tho lotuses, 
what night was to tho sun, what tho company of women w as 
to an ascetic, what avanco was to all othei qualities, that was 
this ono man to H a m m i r a — the sure cause of dis;gi acc and 
destruction The present time, too said Bhoja, was not ill 
suited for an expedition against Hanimiia Thoio was a 
bnmpoi harvest thisyearin tho Clio ha n country and if ’A 1 an’d 
dm could but snatch it floii^ the peasantry before it could bo 
stoied away ho would mducc them, as they already suffeicd from 
the bhnd man’s tyranny, to foisakc the cause of II a m m i i a 
’A 1 A n’d dm liked B h o j a s idea, and forthwitli commanded 
^trihgli Khln to invade Hammiras country ^Ylth an aimy of

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100,000 liorsc. Ulugli Khan’K array no^Y ponrccl over Oic land 
like an ii’resisfciblc torrent, — tlio cliicfs tbrougli vliosc territories 
it passed bonding like reeds before it. Tlic army tbus rcacbcd 
Hindavat, %Ylicn the news of its approacli and intention was 
cai’i’ied to Hanimira. Tlioroupon the Hindu king convened 
a cotincil, and deliberated on tbc course tlicy bad best ndo2)t. It 
was resolved that V i ram a and tbercst of tbc eight great ofiicers 
of state should go and do battle with tbc Quemy. Acconlinglj-, 
tbo king’s generals divided tbc army into eight divisions, and 
fell on the Muhammadans from all tbc eight 2'*0”it.s of the 
compass at once. V i r a m a came from the cast, and M. a h i m- 
i s nhi from the west. From the • south advanced J 113 a d c va. 
while Garbharuka advanced from the north. I'rom the 
south-east came R a t i p a 1 a, while T i c b a r o n g 0 1 directed 
the attack fi'om tbc north-west. Ea Jiamalla came from tbo 
north-cast, while Y a i eh a r a chose the south west for bis direc- 
tion of attack. The Rajxmts set to'tbcii’ work with vigour. 
Some of them filled the enemy’s entrenchments with earth and 
rnhhishj while others set on fire the wooden fortification raised hy 
the Muhammadans. Others, again, 'cut the ropes of their tents. 
The Muhammadans stood to their arms and vanntingly said tbej^ 
would mow doAvn the Rajjmts like grass. Both sides fought 
■with desperate courage; but the Muhammadans at last gave 
way before the repeated attacks of the Rajputs. Many of them, 
therefore, left the field and fled for their lives. After a lime their 
example was followed hy tho whole of the Muhammadan army, 
■which fled ignominiously from the hattlcficld, leaving the Eajpuls 
complete masters of it. 

When the battle was over, the modest Raj^onis "went over 
the field to gather their dead and Avouuded. In this search ihej'’ 
obtained much booty and arms, cleishants and horses. Some of 
the enemy’s women also feU into them hands. Rati pul a 
forced them to sell buttermilk in every town they jjassed through.

II a m, m J 1 ’ fi c^coctlingly clcliglilcil at tho signal victoiy 
3 vei’ tho eiicuiy gained by bis generals. Ho hold a gmud darbar 
in honour of tlio cvent.^ In the clarbar the king invested 
11 at ipuia^CTtira golden chain— comparing him, in his speech, 
to tho war elephant that had richly dcsfcrved the golden baud. 
All the other nobles and soldiers -were also rewarded according 
to their deserts, and pp:acionsly ordei'cd back to their rcspcctivo 
liomcs. 

All hut the Mongol chiefs left tho presence. Hammira 
obseiTed this, and kindly asked them the reason of their lagging 
hehind. They answered that they were loth to sheatho their 
swords and retire to their houses befoi*c they had chastised tho 
uugratofnlBhoj a, who was enjoying himself in his jalulgirat 
J a g a r a. On account of tho relation in \Ylilch ho stood to tho 
king, said they, they had np to this time allowed Blioja to 
livej hat ho now no longer deserved tliis foibcaianco, as it was 
at lus instigation that tho enemy had invaded tho liana- 
thambh6r territory. They Iherefoio asked permission of tho 
king to march on Jagar.land attack ^Bhoja. Tho king 
gmntcd tho request, and at onco tho Jlongols left tho palaco for 
Jagarfi. They took tlio town by stoim, and taking PHama 
captive, with many others, brought him back to Rnnathaiiu 
bhoi'. 

UlughKhun after his discomfiture hastily retired to Dehli 
amd .jppwisas* Aup d\ad di^Tuinnsl JJ.ir ilvintlw 

taxed him with cow.ardicoj but Ulugh Khun excused his 
flight by representing that it was tho only courso open to him, 
under tho circumstances, which could enable him to havo tho 
pleasure of once Inoie seeing his bi*othor in this world, and havo 
another opportunity of fighting with tho C h o h a n. Scarcely 
had Ulugh Kh an done with liis excuses, when in came Bhoj a, 
led with anger. Ho spread tho cloth nliich he had worn as an 
'upper garment on tho ground, and began to roll upon it as one 
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possessed AvIUi an evil spiril. inuiitn’ing incfilicrondy all tlic 
wliile. ’Airiu’d-dln was not a liltln annoyed ai (his slrangc 
conduct, and inquired the reason of it, B h oj a replied iluit it 
.would bo difliculfc for him ever to forget Jltc misfortune that 
had overtaken liim that day ; for ah i m :i s a h i liaving paid ii 
visit to J a gar a, had carried it hy assault and dragged his 
hrother Pitama info captivitj’’ before Ham m 1 r a. "W'd! 
might people now, said B h o j a, point the finger of scorn at liim, 
and say, Here is the man who has lost his all in the hopo of 
getting more. Holiness and forlorn, Ijo could not now trnsi' 
liimself to lie on the earth, as it all hclongod now to II a m m i r a ; 
and ho had therefore spread his garment, on which to roll in 
grief which had deprived him of the power of standing. 

Already the fire of anger was kindled in the breast of ’A1 An’d- 
din at tho talo of the defeat his brother had sustained, and 
B h oj a’s speech added fuel to tho tiro. Tlirowing to the ground, 
in the vehemence of his feelings, tho turban he had on, lie said 
Hammira’s folly was like that of ono who thought he could 
tread upon the lion’s mano with impunity, and vowed he would 
exterminate the whole race of tho C h o h a u s. Then at once he 
despatjched letters to tho kings of various coimlries, calling upon 
' them to join him in a Avar against Hamm Ira. Tho kings of 
A h ga, T e 1 a h g a, M a g a dh a, ]\I a i s xi r. Kali h g a, 33 a h g a, 
B h 0 1, M e d a p a t, P a n c h H 1, B a n g a 1,^^ T h a m i m, B h i 1 1 a, 
3!T e p a 1, D A, h a 1, and somo Himfilayan chiefs, aaIio also obeyed 
the summons, brought them respective quotas to SAvell tho invad- 
'i ing army. Amongst this miscellaneous host there Avero some 
I Avho came on account of tho love they bore ,16 the goddess of war, 
j Avhile others Avere there who had been dfaVn into the ranks of 
; the invaders by the love of plunder. (Others, again, only came 
to be spectators of the desperate fightjug that was expected to

’Alau’d-diu -u-itU a small retinuo stayed bcliind wth tlio 
object of inspiring the EAjputs with a dread of tlio reserves that 
mnst have neco'ssarily reinainGd with lijm, their king. 

The numbers in the army were so great that they drank up 
' all the water of the rivers on the lino of march. It was therefoiT 
found, necessary not to lialt tf>o army longer than a few horns 
in any ono place. By forced marches, the two generals soon 
reached the borders of the Ranntliambhor territory— an 
event ■u hich ga VO rise to conflicting sentiments in tlio minds of 
the invaders. Tlioso that had taken no part in tho Into war 
said vicloiy was now certain, as it was impossible the Rajputs 
should be able to withstand such troops as they were. Tho 
veterans of the last campaign, however, took a different view 
of tho matter, and asked their more bopefolcomratles to remember 
that they were about to encounter H a m m i r a’s army, and that, 
thcvefoce, they should reserve their vaunting until tho end of tho 
campaign. 

“When tho pass was gained which was tho scene of U 1 u g h 
Kh .1 n’s discomfiture and disgrace, ho advised his brother not to 
placo too much confidence in their power alone, but, as tho placo 
was a difficult one, and Hammira’e army both strong and 
efficient, to try stratagem by sending some ono on to the court of 
H amm ira, there to hy to while away some days in negotia- 
tiops about peace, whil e the army should safely cross the mousing 
an d take up a^ rategical position. HusratKhun yielded To 
ex per ience of Ins brother, and S vi M ^iTiTn a 
to propose tho tennuon which thTilnhauTm^ns 
would conclude a peac e wiCgHam mTra " Rending negotiations, 





Hamm 1 ra’s. people allowed the invading army io cross the 
dangerous pass unmolested. The Khan now posted hi.s hrothcr 
on one side of the road known as the jMa n d i Koad, and ho him- 
self occupied the fort of B r i M a n d a p a. The forces of the 
allied princes were stationed alt round the tank of Jaitra 
S a g a r a. 

Koither party svas sincere. The Muhammadans thought they 
had artfully secured an advantageous position from wlicnco io 
commence their operations ; whilst the Rajputs were of opinion 
that the enemy had so far advanced into the interior that ho 
could not now possibly escape them. 

The Khan’s ambassador at R a n a t h a m b h u r, admitted into 
the fort by the king’s order, from what he sa^v there, '^vas' 
inspired with a dread of Hammira’s power. However, he attond- 
\ ed the davbar held to receive him, and, after the exchange of the 
' usual courtesies, boldly .delivered himself of the message with 
•which ho was charged. Ho said that he was deputed to the king’s 
court as the envoy of Ulugh K h a. n and K u s r a t Khan, 

I the two brothers of the celebrated ’A 1 a u’d-d 1 n ; that ho had 
come there to impress on the king’s mind, if possible, the futility 
of any resistance that he could offer to so mighty a conquei’or 
as ’A 1 a u’d-d i n, and to advise him to conclude a peace with his 
chief. He offered to Hammira, as the conditions of peace, 
the choice between paying doum to his chief a contribution of 
one hundred thousand gold moJiors, presenting him with four 
olephauts and three hundred horses, and giving his daughter in 
marriage to ’Alau’d-din; or the giving up to him the four in- 
subordinate Mongol chiefs, who, having excited the displeasure 
of his master, were now living under the pi’otection of the king. 
The envoy added that if the king desired the enjoyment of his 
power and kingdom in peace, he had the opportunity at hand of 
securing his object by the adoption of either of those conditions, 
which would, equally secure to him the good graces and assistance 
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of’Al I n d din, ft mon-irch T\ ho load destroyed all liis enemies, 
who possessed nnmerous strong forts and w ell famished arsenals 
and magazine's, who had put io shamo ilahadcTa himself hy 
cipfaring nnmeions impregnable forts, like Ddvagadhn, 
whereas the fame of tho god rests ou the snccessful captnro of the 
fort of Tripnra alone 

H a m ni 1 n, who had listened with impatience to the ambas 
sador’s speech, w as incensed at the insulting message dclii cred to 
him, and said to S r i Jfolh ft na Do va that if Ld had not been 
there in the capacity of an accredited envoy, the tongue with 
which ho nltercd those vaunting insnlts shonhl ere tins liaa o been 
cat out Not only did Hamm ira refu'^e to entertain cithcrof 
the conditions Bubuviltod tho envoy, bat on his part bo proposed 
the acceptance liy 'A 1 lu’d d in of as many sword cuts os tlitj 
numbei of the gold iko^iojs, elepUauts, and horses ho had tho 
impndonco to ask for, and told tho envoy ho w ould look upon 
tho refu«al of this martial oQcr by tbo lluhanimadan chief as 
tantamount to his (’Alsla’d dm’s) feasting on pork Without anj 

further ceremony, tho envoy was driven from tho preBonco 
The garrison of Ranatliambhor now prepared for icsist- 
ance Officers of approved ability and bravery were told off to 
defend various posts Tents were pitched hero and there on tho 
i-aniparts to protect the defenders from tho rays of tho sun Oi! 
and resin were kept boiling in many places ready to bo poured 
on tho bodies of any of tho assailants to scald them if they dared 
come too near, and guns were monnled on suitable places The 
Sruhammodan army, too, at lost appeared bofoic Eanathambhoi 
A desperate stiagglo was earned on foi some days Nusrat 
3C li a n was killed by a random shot m one of tho engagements,*® 
aud, tho monsoon having set m, Ulugh Khan was obliged 
to stop all fuiihei operations Ho itbrtd to somo distance from 
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the fort, and sent a despatch to ’A 1 a n’d-d i n, informing him of 
the critical situation he was in. He also sent him in a Ijos 
H usrat Khan’s body for burial. Upon this intelligence 
reaching ’A 1 a u’ d-d i n, ho started at onee for Rana-thaih- 
b h 6 r. Arrived there, he immediately marched his army to the 
gates of the fort and invested it. 

H a m m i r a, to mark his contempt of these proceeditigs, had 
caused to be raised, on many places over the walls, flags of light 
wickerwork. This w’^as as much as to say that ’A 1 a u’ d-d in’s 
advent before the fort was not felt to be a burden to, or an 
aggravation of, the sufferings of the Rajputs. The Muhammadan 
chief at once saw that he had to deal with men of no ordinary 
resolution and courage, and he sent a message to H a m m 5 r a 
saying he was gi’eatly pleased witli his bravery, and woiild be glad - 
to grant any request such a gallant enemy might wish to make. 
Of course this was bidding in some way for peace. H a m m i r a, 
however, replied that as ’Aliiu’d-din was pleased to gi’ant anything 
he might set his heart upon, nothing Tvould gratify him so much . 
as fighting with him for two days, and this request he hoped, would 
be compHed- with. The Muhammadan chief praised very much 
this demand, saying it did justice to his adversary’s courage, . 
and agreed to give him battle the nest day. The contest that 
ensued was furious and desperate in the last degi’ee. During 
these two days the ]\Iuhammadaus lost no less than 85,000 men. 

A truce of some few days being now agreed upon by both, the 
belligerents, fighting ceased for a time. 

On one of these days the king had R a d h ft Devi dancing 
before him on the wall of the fort, while there was much comj)auy 
round him. This woman, at stated and regular intervals, well 
understood by those who understand music, purposcl}’^ turned her 
back towards ’Alau’d-din, who was sitting below in his tent not 
far from the fort, and who could well see what was passing on the 
fort wall. ISTo wonder that he- was incensed at this conduct, and 
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indignantly asked tlioso t\ho wen, about him if there was any 
among his numerous followers who could, from that distance, 
kill that woman with one arrow Ono of tho chiefs present 
answered that he knew ono man only who conld do this, and 
that man was Ud dana s i n gh, whom tho king had in cap- 
tivity Tho captive was at once released and brought before 
A 1 a u ’d d i n, who commanded him to show his skill m archery 
against tho fair taigot Ud d Ana sing h did ns ho was bid, 
and m an instant the fair form of the courtesan, being strnck, 
fell down headlong from the fort wall 

This incident roused tho ire of M a h i m ii s i h i, w ho requested 
permission of tho king to bo allowed to do tho same service to 
’A 1 ji n’d din that ho had done to poor R a d h i D t v 1 Tho 
kmg replied that ho well knew tho eshnordmary skill m orchcry 
possessed by his fi lend but that ho was lotli 'Al lu d-din shonld 
be so killed, as his death would deprive luifi of n valiant enemy 
with whom ho could at plcasuio hold passages of arms M n h i m 
a s a h 1 then dropped tho arrow ho had adjusted on his bowstring 
on TJdd ana, Singh, and killedhim This fuat ofMahi m is ihi 
so intimidated ’Alin’d dm that he at onco rtmoi ed his camp 
from the eastern side of the lake to its westovn side where there 
was greater protection fiom such attacks When the camp was 
removed, tho Rajputs were able to perceive that the enemy, by 
working nudergiound, had prepared mines, and liad attempted 
to t hrow over a part of the ditch a temporary bndgo of wood 
and gras s carefa lly covered ovei with earth Tho R Ijputs de 
stroyed this budge with their cannon, and, pouring burning oil 
into the mines, deatroyed those that were working underground 
In this manner all ’A 1 A a’ d d i n 's efforts to take the fort wero 
frustrated At the same tune ho was greatly harassed by the 
ram, which now fell in torrents Ho therefore sent a message to 
H a m m j r a, asking him kmdly to send over to his camp Rati- 
p a 1 a, as he desired very much to speak with him, with a view 
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to ati ataicable settlement , of tlie dilferences subsisting between 
them. 

The king ordered It at i p <1 1 a to go and hear wliat Alan d-din 
bad to say. Ranamaila was jealous of It a t i p a 1 a’s influence, 
and did not at all like that he should have been chosen for this 
service. 

’A 1 ii u’d-d 1 n received E a t i p A 1 a with extraordinary marks 
of honour. Upon his entering the darbar tent, the Muhammadan 
chief rose from his seat, and, embracing him, made him sit on 
his own gddi, while he himself satbyhis side. De caused valuable 
presents to be placed before Rati pa la, and also made pro- 
mises of further rewards. R a t i p a la was delighted with sneh 
kind treatment. The wily l\Iuhammadan, observing it, oi’dei’cd 
the rest of the company to leave them alone. When they had 
all left, he began to address Ratipula. “T am,” said he, 
“ ’A 1 a u’d-d i n, the king of the Muhammadans, and I have up 
to this time stormed and carried hundreds of fortresses. But it is 
impossible for me to carry Ra na th a jh b h 6 r by force of arms. 
My object in investing this fovb is simply to get the fame of its 
capture. I hope now (as you have condescended to see me) I 
shall gain my object, and I may ti'ust you for a little help in the 
fulfilment of my desire. I do not wish for any more kingdoms 
and forts for myself. When I take this fort, what better can I 
do than bestow it on a friend like you ? My only happiness will 
be the fame of its capture.” With blandishments such as these, 
R a t i p a 1 a was won over, and he gave ’A 1 A u’d-d i n to under- 
stand so. Thereupon ’Alau’d-din, to make his game doubly sure, 
took Rathpal a into his harem, and there left him to eat and 
drink in private with his youngest sister." ” This done, R a t i p a 1 a 
left the Muhammadan camp and came back into the fort. 

At first si gilt this statement might seem to he a fancy of the author 
intended to blacken the character of the victor. But we read that such things 
were quite possible in the tribe to which the conqueror belonged. A slipper at 
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Ua fci pa i a t\a3 thus gained o\erb 3 *AIa n’dd iu Tberefon’, 
when be saw tlic king, he did not give him a fnio account of iv hat 
be bad seen in tbo ilubamroadan canni, mulof wlnt ’Alin’d din 
had said to linn Instead of rcpi eventing A1 an d di u’S poncr 
as fairly broken by the repeated and Mgorotis attacks of the 
Rljputs, and ho himself ni willing to retiic upon a nemmat 
sarrender of the forU he acprc«entcd!um as not only bent npou 
exacting thomost humiliating marks of submission on tho part of 
the king, but as having it in his power to make good liis threats 
'Alau’ddin confc-jccd, saul llatipnla, tint tbo H ijputs bad 
succeeded in killing some of his soldiers but tint mattered little, 
for nO one could look upon the centipede as hme foi tho lo'S of n 
foot OP tn 0 Under theso circnmst inccs ho ndi i^cd 11 a m m i r a 
to call upon E an am a I la mperson that night, and j ersaado him 
to do his best in ropcllmg tho assailants, for Rn n a m n 1 1 a, said 
the traitor E a ti p al a, was an untommon warrior but that ho did 
not, it appeared, use liis utmost cndcaNonrB in tlnstising Ibo enemy 
as ho was oflendod with tho king foi something or other Tho 
kings visit, alleged Uatipala, would inako matters all riglit 
again 

After this mteri lew mth the 1 iiig R a 1 1 p a J a Imstoncd to see 
Eanainalln, and there, as if to oblige and ea\o fiom utter 
destruction an old comrade and ascociate informed him that, foi 
some unknown, reason, tho king e miud w us greatly prejudiced 
against him, and be advised bun to go o\cr to tho enemy on tho 
first alarm, for ho said Ham mi ra had resolved to make luma 
prisoner that very night He also told him tbo hour at w Inch bo 
might expect to bo visited by tho king for tins purpose Hav ing 
done ibis, K a 1 1 p a 1 a quietly waited to see tho issno of tho 
mischief be had so industiiously sown 

the door of Lu wife s room a eign well tmderstood bj a hnshand in thu tnbe, 
at sight of which ho immediately tskoa core to retire from tho lion e See Tod 
vol I p S6 
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Vi ram a, the- brother of Hammira, was v/ith him when 
RatipTila paid him the visit, and he expressed his belief to his 
brother that R a t i p ill a liad not spoken the truth, but had been 
seduced from his allegiance by the enemy. JTe .said he could smell 
liquor w'hen R a t i p a 1 a was .speaking, and a drunlcen man was 
not to be believed. Pride of birth, generosity, discernment, shame, 
loyalty, love of truth and cleanliness, were qmilitics, said V i r a ma, 
that were not to bo expected to bo the possessions of those that 
drink. In order to stop the further progress of sedition among 
his people, ho advised his brother to put R a tip ala to death. 
But the king objected to this proposal, saj'ing ihat his fort was 
strong enough to resist the enemy under any circumstances ; and 
if by any unforeseen accident, it should fall into the hands of the 
enemy after he had killed Ratipal a, people would moralize on 
the event, and attribute their fall to their wickedness in putting 
to death an innocent man. 

In the meantime, Ratipal a caused a rmnouv to be spread in 
the king’s Ranawas that ’Aluu’d-dtn only asked for the hand of the 
king’s daughter, aud that he -was ready to conclude a peace if his 
desires in this respect were granted, as he wanted nothing else. 
Hereupon the king’.s wivesinduced his daughter to go to her father 
and express her Avilliugnes.s to bestow her hand on ’Alau'd-din. 
The girl -went where her father was sitting, and implored him to 
give her to the Muhammadan, to save himself aud his kingdom. 
She said she was as a piece of worthless glass, whilst her father’s 
life and kingdom were like the orthe -wish-granting 

philosopher s stone ; and she solicited him to cast her a-way to 
retain them. 

The king s feelings quite overcame him as the innocent girl, 
with clasped hands, thus spoke to him. He told her she was 
a mere child,- and was not to be blamed for wbat she had been 
taught to speak. But he knew Jiot what punishment tliey de- 
served -who bad the imprudence to put such ideas into her innocent 
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head It did cot, said he, become a R yput to mutilate females , 
else be should have cut oct the tongues of those that uttered 
such hlaspbomy in his fair daughters ears ‘ Child, said 
Hammira, “ you are yet too young to understand these matters, and 
there is not much use in mj explaining them to you But to 
give you away to the unclean Muhammadan, to enjoy life, is 
to me as loathsome as prolonging existence by living on my own 
flesh Such a connection would bnng disgrace on the fair name 
of our house, would destroy all hopes of salvation, and embitter 
our last days in this world I will rather die ten thousand deaths 
than live a life pf such infamy ” He ceased, and ordered his 
daughter, hiudly but flvnily,tQ her chamber 

The unsuspecting king then prepared to go, in the dusk of the 
evening, to Ranamalla’s quarters, id order to remove his 
doubts, as advised by Rati p ila The kingwasbut slightly 
attended "When, however, bo approached Ranamalla’s 
quarters, the lattci remembered what Ratip al a had said to him, 
and, thinking his imprisonment was inevitable if he stopped there 
any longer, precipitately left the fort with his party and went over 
to ’AHuM din Seeing this, RafcxpMa also did tho same 
The king, thus deceived and bewildeied, came hack to tho 
palace, and sending for the Kothui (the officer in charge of the 
royal grananes) inquired of him as to the state of the stores, and 
how long they would hold out The Koth in, fearing the loss 
of his influence, if he were to tUl the truth to the king at that 
time, falsely answered that the stores ■uould suffice to hold out 
for a considerable time But scaicely had this officer turned his 
back when it became generally known that there was no more 
corn m the state grananes Upon the news reaching the king’s 
cars, he ordered Vh ama to put the false Koth *iri todeath, and 


to thiowallthe wealth he possessed into the lakeofPadma 
Sugar 

Harassed with the numerous trials of that day, the king m 
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utter exliaustiou tlirew liimself on liis bed. But bis eyes "vrere 
strangers to sleep that dreadful nigbt. It was too much for bim 
to bear tbe sight of tboso wliom he bad treated with, more than 
a brother’s affection, one by one, abjure themselves and leave 
him alone to his fate. When the morning came, he performed 
his devotions, and came and sat in the darbilr hall, sadly musing 
on the critical situation. He thought that, as his own lliijputs 
had left him, no faith could bo plaecd in M a h i m a s a h i, at once 
a Muhammadan and an alien. While in this mood, he sent for 
M a h i m a s fi h i, and said to him that, as a true Rajput, it was his 
duty to die in the defence of his kingdom ; but he was of oj)inion 
it was improper that people who were not of his race should 
also lose their lives for him in this struggle, and therefore now 
it was his wish that M a h i m a s a li i should name to him 
‘some place of safety where he conld retire with his family, and 
thither he would see him escorted safely. 

Struck bytheking’sgenerosity,Mah.i mas ahi, without giving 
any reply, went back to his house, and there put to the 
sword all the inmates of his zauana, and returning to H a m m i r a 
said that his udfe and children were ready to start off, but that 
-the former insisted on 6hce more looking upon the face of the 
king, to whose favour and kindness the family had owed so long 
their protection and happiness. The king acceded to this request, 
and, accompanied by his brother V i r a m a, went to IE a h i m a- 
sahi’s house. But what was his sorrow and surprise when he 
saw the slaughter in the house ! The king embraced M a h i m a-i 
s a h i and began to weep like a child. He blamed himself for 
having asked him to go away, and knew not how to repay such 
extraordinary devotion. Slowly, therefore, he came back to the 
palace, and, giving up everything for lost, told his people that they 
were free to act as they should think proper. As for himself, he 
was prepared to die chai’ging the enemy. In preparation for 
this, the females of his family, headed by R a h g a D e v i, perished 
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on tte fupenl pile NV Lon iLe king s iJaugLltr prepared to nsccn^ 
tbo pile, her father ivas o\ ercoroe with gnef Ho embraced her 
and refused to separate She, Iionevcr, extricated herseJf from 
the paternal embrace, and passed through tho fiery crtlcal ‘When 
there remained nothing but a heap of nslics the solo remains 
of the fair and faithful Chohmw, Hammirn performed tho 
funeral ceicmonie'» for the dead, and cooled llicir matica nith 
a last ovation of tho iddiyilt Ho then, nilU the rcmaioa of 
his faithful army, sallied out of the fort and fell upon tho enemy 
A deadly hand to hand stmgglecnsued V ! rnmn ftll first in tho 
thickest of the battle, then ^lahimns Ih i was shot through tho 
heart Jaja, Gaiigudlinr Tilk and Ks h c t ra« i ng h 
Pararaurn followed them Ijaslly fell tho mighty Ham 
mira, pitrccdwitha hnndred shans Disdaining to fall with 
anything like life into the enemy « hands, he severed, with ono 
last efibrt, his head from Ins liody avith his orni hands, and 
60 terminated his existence Tims ftll U a m in 1 r a, the Inst of tho 
Cliohiinsl This sad event happened in the IStU jear of his 
reign, m the month of SrWano **
